TRAGIC SEQUEL TO A SHOOTING 
EXPEDITION. 


ne . 
|_At the Magistracy_yastorday afternoon Mr. 

F. A. Hozoluud, sitting us coroner, and a jury 

consisting of Messrs, Ho Kam ‘Cong, C,H. 

Rogge and J. 8. Dauilsou, conducted an 

inquiry into the death of a Chinamm named 

‘Cheng Kan Mui who was accidentally shot in 

tho Now ‘Territory on Decomber 26th. 

Police Sergeant Korr, in oharga of Ping 
Shan Station, stated that on the morning of 
December 26th he hirad a boat at Tai-Ching 
Village to go shooting ducks at Deep Bay, 
taking with him threo boatmen and 
throe other Chineas. The deceased was 
one of ths boatmen. One’ of tho 
othex Chinese, named Tang Pak, had a gun: 
Thoy had only procovded some little distance 
whon they saws ourlow on a mad bank. Tang 
Pak fired at it but missod. ‘The bird rose and 
flaw over tho boat.
